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MEDICAL  REPORT. 


The  history  of  an  Hospital  in  the  sixty-second  year  of 
its  operations  can  scarcely  be  expected  to  present  much 
of  novelty  in  its  particulars,  and  will  probably  be  most 
acceptable  in  the  form  of  a  brief  introduction  to  details 
which  are  to  be  best  apprehended  in  the  compact  shape 
of  Statistical  Tables.  These  will  be  found  annexed,  and 
exhibit  a  fair  progress  in  the  success  with  which  the 
Institution  fulfils  its  design. 

The  number  resident  has  been  greater  than  at  any 
former  period.  From  1st  January  to  31st  December, 
1861,  there  were  four  hundred  and  seventeen  (117)  per¬ 
sons  under  its  care  and  treatment,  the  mean  number 
being  about  three  hundred  and  eighteen  (318),  The 
number  of  new  cases  admitted  was  a  hundred  and  four 
(101),  forty-two  (12)  being  private  patients,  and  eighty- 
three  (83)  the  contribution  of  the  several  County 
Parishes.  Many  of  the  cases  presented  more  than 
common  difficulty,  from  vicious  -or  troublesome  propen¬ 
sities  and  conditions  of  disease,  debility,  and  exhaustion, 
necessitating  much  attention  in  their  management,  and 
expense  in  their  medical  treatment. 

The  medical  results  of  the  year  have  been  of  a  very

satisfactory  character.  The  discharges  —  recovered — - 
have  been  in  the  proportion  of  forty-six  per  cent,  to  the 
admissions,  which  is  to  be  considered  as  a  high  ratio, 
being  beyond  the  usual  rate,  and  also  above  the  average 
experience  of  the  Establishment.  From  the  statements 
regarding  these  cases  in  the  table  relating  to  them,  it 
will  be  observed  that  the  desired  end  was  postponed  for 
exceedingly  varying  lengths  of  time,  there  being  a  range 
in  the  term  of  treatment  of  no  less  than  from  four  weeks 
to  four  years.  The  mean  duration  of  such  cases  in  this 
Eeport  is  about  seven  months. 

Nineteen  deaths  occurred,  which,  in  relation  to  the 
number  of  four  hundred  and  seventeen  Patients  under 
care,  will  not  seem  by  any  means  a  great  proportion,  and 
is  even  under  our  own  average  record  in  this  particular. 
Here  again  the  durations  of  residence  are  found  to  be 
very  different,  and  range  from  three  weeks  to  forty 
years.  The  average  residence  was  more  than  seven 
years.  Although  Insanity  does  not,  as  was  at  one  time 
believed,  act  otherwise  than  as  diseased  states  generally, 
in  tending  to  shorten  life,  even  when  cared  for  in  Hospi¬ 
tal  retirement,  yet  no  fewer  than  four  of  these  Patients 
were  above  seventy,  and  the  average  age  of  the  nineteen 
at  death  was  not  much  less  than  fifty-two  years. 

Sixteen  pauper  incurables  were  removed  by  the 
authority  of  the  Board  of  Lunacy,  on  the  petition  of 
Parochial  Inspectors,  mostly  to  be  placed  in  the  fatuous 
wards  of  the  City  Poorhouses — a  change  not  for  the 
advantage  of  the  lunatic — while  their  places  were  sup¬ 
plied  by  cases  of  more  difficulty  or  danger — a  change 
not  for  the  financial  benefit  of  the  Hospital. 
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The  year  passed  over  without  any  accident,  epi¬ 
demic,  or  misfortune  of  importance.  The  open  state  of 
grounds,  consequent  on  various  alterations  in  progress, 
occasioned  more  than  the  ordinary  amount  of  attempts 
at  escape,  and  with  fully  more  than  the  usual  success  ; 
but  in  all  instances  the  runaways  were,  after  a  short 
lapse  of  time,  and  a  brief  experience  of  extramural 
hardships,  brought  back  safely,  though  in  some  cases 
after  they  had  wandered  to  a  considerable  distance.  One 
got  northward  as  far  as  Fraserburgh,  and  another  south 
as  far  as  Montrose,  apparently  without  any  distinct 
object  in  view. 

The  Lunacy  Commissioners  visited  as  usual  on 
several  occasions,  and  extracts  from  their  Reports  will 
be  found  appended. 

The  Census  Return  was  made  on  the  10th  March, 
and  an  abstract  of  it  will  be  found  added  to  the  Hospital 
Statistics. 

The  new  House  at  Elmhill  is  far  advanced  towards 
completion,  and  together  with  its  grounds,  is  considered 
by  judges  to  promise  accommodation  beyond  any  else¬ 
where  provided  for  Private  Patients  in  connexion  with  a 
Public  Institution  for  the  Insane.

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APPENDIX. 


No.  I. 

Extracts  from  Drs.  Browne  &  Cockburn’s  Report  of  13th 

and  14th  February,  1861. 

The  present  population  of  tlie  Aberdeen  Asylum,  which  was  visited 
upon  these  days,  amounts  at  present  to  315,  of  whom  148  are  Males, 
and  167  Females,  there  being  an  addition  of  6  since  last  Report.  The 
Statistics  of  the  community  show  that  9  individuals  are  suffering 
under  bodily  disease;  that  150 — 41  Males,  and  109  Females,  are  em¬ 
ployed  in  some  way,  and  that  98  regularly  attended  Chapel.  48 
Patients  have  been  admitted,  42  of  whom  belong  to  the  County  of 
Aberdeen,  and  27  were  Paupers  chargeable  to  the  District.  There 
have  been  30  Discharges  —  21  as  recovered,  6  as  relieved,  and  3  as 
unimproved.  13  Deaths  have  occurred — 4  in  the  Pauper  department, 
3  are  attributed  to  Paralysis,  3  to  Epilepsy,  3  to  the  decay  of  old  age, 
and  4  to  Exhaustion,  consequent  upon  maniacal  excitement  or  chronic 
disease.  7  of  the  persons  who  died  appear  to  have  been  above  60 
years  old  ;  the  oldest  was  82,  the  youngest  25,  and  only  two  had  been 
admitted  within  the  current  year.  *  *  *  *  * 

Among  the  matters  for  commendation  which  came  under  our 
observation,  we  would  especially  record  the  advantages  secured  by 
the  separation  and  classification  of  the  inmates  in  the  four  distinct 
buildings  of  which  the  Institution  at  presents  consists. 

2 nelly, — The  abolition  of  the  refractory  ward  upon  the  Female  side, 
and  the  drafting  of  its  inmates  into  the  different  galleries. 
This  change  has  already  borne  fruit  in  the  greater  tranquillity 
of  the  excited  patients  themselves,  and  does  not  appear  to  have 
acted  detrimentally  upon  the  groups  of  which  they  have  be¬ 
come  members.  The  change  took  place  about  5  months  ago. 

Srclly, — Hair  Mattresses  have  been,  or  are  about  to  be,  substituted 
for  those  formerly  in  use  throughout  the  House,  and  a  strip  of 
carpet  now  lies  in  almost  every  room. 

The  Reporters  saw  the  Patients  at  dinner,  engaged  in  work,  and 
under  every  variety  of  circumstance,  and  would  express  the  great 
satisfaction  which  they  derived  from  the  impression  received.  There 
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was  ample  proof  afforded,  not  only  of  general  humanity  and  kindness, 
but  that  the  Officers  stand  generally  in  the  relation  of  friends  and 
advisers,  as  well  as  of  governors  and  guardians,  of  those  committed  to 
their  charge ;  and  that  they  attend  not  merely  to  their  management 
as  irrational  beings,  but  that  they  endeavour  to  mitigate  their  suffer¬ 
ings,  and  to  indulge  their  peculiarities,  so  far  as  that  can  be  done 
consistently  with  their  condition  and  restoration  to  health.  *  *  * 


No.  II. 

Extract  from  Dr.  Coxe’s  Report  of  30th  July,  1861. 

*****  Since  last  inspection  great  progress  has  been 
made  towards  completing  the  new  Asylum.  It  is  now  completely 
roofed  in,  and  the  internal  arrangements  are  being  rapidly  proceeded 
with.  It  appears  well  calculated  to  afford  accommodation  of  a  very 
superior  description  for  the  more  tractable  of  the  Private  Patients,  for 
whom  every  comfort  sanctioned  by  modem  experience  will  be  pro¬ 
vided.  A  year  will  probably  elapse  before  it  is  ready  for  occupation, 
but  the  existing  Asylum  affords  in  the  meantime  adequate  accommo¬ 
dation  for  all  the  Male  Patients  presenting  themselves.  It  has, 
however,  been  necessary  to  refuse  several  applications  for  the  admis¬ 
sions  of  Females. 

Various  improvements  in  connexion  with  the  grounds  and  airing 
courts  are  being  carried  out.  The  principal  of  these  is  the  shifting  of 
the  public  road,  by  which  a  piece  of  ground  formerly  detached  will  be 
annexed  to  the  general  block ;  and  a  more  private  position  will  thus 
be  given  to  the  house  formerly  occupied  by  the  Superintendent,  and 
which  now  contains  several  of  the  better  class  of  Pauper  Male  Pa¬ 
tients,  the  tailors’  workshop,  and  the  billiard  room.  The  grounds 
immediately  in  front  of  the  Asylum  have  likewise  been  greatly  im¬ 
proved  by  taking  down  the  walls  which  bounded  the  avenue,  and  in 
course  of  time  they  will  probably  be  further  opened  up  by  the  removal 
of  the  front  airing  courts.  Several  other  alterations,  affecting  the 
other  airing  courts,  are  also  either  being  carried  out,  or  are  in  contem¬ 
plation,  and  their  tendency  will  be  to  afford  increased  means  of 
exercise. 

Within  the  Asylum,  too,  various  improvements  have  taken  place, 
and  others  are  in  progress.  Several  of  the  day-rooms  have  recently 
been  lined  with  wrood,  and  it  is  intended  to  replace  a  considerable 
portion  of  the  stone  pavement  of  the  passages  and  single  rooms  with 
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wooden  flooring,  and  to  paint  in  oil  several  of  the  halls  and  passages. 
These  changes  will  tend  to  remove  that  bareness  of  appearance  which 
has  long  been  an  unpleasing  feature  of  a  large  portion  of  the  accom¬ 
modation  occupied  by  the  Parochial  Patients ;  and  which  would  be 
farther  relieved  by  the  introduction  of  additional  furniture,  such  as 
wash-stands,  &c.,  and  by  extending  the  painting  and  papering  to  the 
single  rooms.  *  *  *  *  * 

All  parts  of  the  Establishment  were  found  in  excellent  order, 
clean,  and  well  ventilated  ;  and  the  bedding,  with  the  exception  of  a 
few  sheets  in  need  of  repair,  was  in  good  condition  and  thoroughly 
clean.  *  *  *  *  *  No  Patient  was  found  in  seclusion,  and  it 
appears  from  the  Register  that  this  mode  of  repression  is  very  seldom 
resorted  to.  Since  last  Report,  seclusion  in  bedroom  has  been  used 
only  four  times  for  Females,  not  once  for  Males  ;  and  in  the  yard  four 
times  for  Females,  and  once  for  Males.  The  period  of  its  duration 
seldom  exceeded  an  hour  or  two,  and  the  cause  is  generally  ascribed  to 
violent  conduct,  or  to  the  use  of  foul  and  abusive  language.  The 
experiment  of  drafting  the  Female  refractory  Patients  among  the 
others,  has  proved  completely  successful.  Their  former  day-room 
continues  to  serve  as  a  dormitory,  and  their  airing  court  is  at  present 
unused.  The  sufficiency  and  appropriate  nature  of  the  diet  are  shown 
by  the  healthy  condition  of  the  inmates,  and  the  prevailing  low 
mortality.  ***** 

The  general  impression  produced  by  the  inspection  was  very 
favourable  ;  and  the  Commissioner  cannot  conclude  this  Report  with¬ 
out  adverting  to  the  spirit  of  enlightened  progress  which  directs  the 
management  of  the  Asylum,  and  which  is  in  steady  operation  in 
removing  defects  and  in  introducing  improvements.  He  thinks  it 
right  also  to  state  that  he  was  very  favourably  impressed  by  the  kind 
and  conciliatory  behaviour  of  the  Attendants  and  Officers  towards  the 
Patients. 

The  Registers  were  examined,  and  found  carefully  kept.  That  of 
Visitors  records  607  applications  to  see  Female  Patients  since  last 
inspection,  of  which  13  were  refused ;  and  616  applications  to  see 
Male  Patients,  of  which  37  were  refused.  The  cause  of  refusal  was 
chiefly  the  recent  admission  of  the  Patient,  the  fear  of  excitement,  or 
the  unsuitable  character  of  the  Visitor.  Four  visits  were  made  by 
Inspectors,  or  other  Parochial  authorities.
